This  section  of  the  Act  provides  for  removal  from  their  o\7n  home  of  persons 
who  are  either  i!l.l.  cr  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  are  not 
ahlo  to  oare  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Several  old  persons  were  referred  hut  statutory  action  was  not  found  to  ho 
necessary.

Throughout  the  year  much  time  was  devoted  to  the  subject  of  housing,  and 
a great  deal  of  progress  was  made  in  raising  standards  by  removing  some  of  the 
worst  dwellings  and  improving  many  others.  The  following  action  was  taken. 

Clearance  ^•*y  as  , 

1 , Barrack  Street. 

In  December,  19^7  the  Council  declared  an  area  of  Barrack  Street  to  be  a 
Clearance  /mrea  and  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  2i  houses  and  5 
business  premises.  The  Council’s  intention  was  to  clear  the  properties  and  provide 
a car  park.  The  Order  was  submitted  to  the  llinister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovemment 
for  confirmation  and  the  public  local  inquiry  into  the  Order  was  held  in  Bridport  on 
24th.  July,  1968,  The  Minister  agreed  that  all  the  proiDorties  in  the  Clearance  iirea 
were  properly  represented  as  unfit  ho\ises,  but  considered  that  efforts  should  be  made 
to  improve  and  preserve  the  properties  fronting  Barrack  Street.  He  agreed  Yri.th  the 
Inspector  who  conducted  the  inquiry  that  the  Council  appeared  to  be  justified  in 
seeking  to  provide  a car  park,  but  he  did  not  agree  that  Barrack  Street  was  the  best 
place  for  it,  and  the  Order  was  not  confirmed. 

In  November  1968  individual  action  under  Part  U of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 
was  begun  in  respect  of  the  17  unfit  houses  in  the  Area,  and  the  owners  of  the 
fit  houses  which  lacked  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  \jere  asked  to  imiDrove 
their  dwellings . 

2 • Manchesto  r_j^lan  e. 

In  December  19^7  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  held  a public 
local  inquiry  into  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made  in  respect  of  6 houses  in  this 
Clearance  Area,  The  Order  was  confirmed  without  modification  by  the  Minister  on 
19th.  Jamuary,  1968,  The  Council  was  directed  to  make  a Well  Maintained  Payment 
in  respect  of  the  ho\ise  at  9/1O  Manchester  Palce.  One  of  the  owner/occupiers  was 
re— housed  by  the  Council  in  Juno,  and  in  December  a quotation  was  accepted  for  the 
demolition  and  clearance  of  the  houses.  Demolition  work  had  not  started  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Since  the  date  of  making  the  Order,  the  tenancy  of  one  of  the  houses  has 
changed  twice  and  the  second  family,  consisting  of  three  persons,  is  still  in 
occupation.  The  Council  have  no  statutory  powers  to  stop  property  owners  re-letting 
houses  riiich  are  subject  to  Clearance  /irea  and  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  action, 
and  if,  as  has  happened  in  this  case,  a house  is  vacated  and  then  re-occupied  it 
would  seen  that  the  Council  must  either  obtain  possession  of  the  hoiise  throu^  the 
Court  or  again  offer  accommodation  to  the  occupier, 

3 • St.  Mary’s  Place, 

In  December  19^7  the  Council  declared  a group  of  21  houses  in  St,  Mary’s  Place 
arid  South  Street  to  be  a Clearance  imrea,  and  in  Jme  1968  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
in  respect  of  these  properties  and  8 adjoining  fit  houses  was  suomitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation,  A public  local  inquiry 
into  the  Order  was  held  in  November,  and  the  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  without 
modification  by  the  Minister,  The  Council  was  directed  to  make  Well  Maintained 
Payments  in  respect  of  8 of  the  houses,  q

In  Janmry  1968  a report  was  subnitted  "by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  the  Council,  dealing  with  the  condition  of  38  dwelling  houses  in  an  area  of  the 
town  bounded  by  Rope  Walks,  St.  Michaels  Lane  and  Drill  Hall  Passage,  Individual 
action  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  had  been  in  progress  for  some  time, 
and  the  Comoil  had  purchased  26  cf  the  houses,  which  were  all  in  the  unfit  category. 
The  Council  decided  to  demolish  the  houses  v/hich  they  owned,  with  the  exception  of 
16  and  18  Rope  Walks  which  formed  part  of  a terrace  of  houses.  They  also  agreed  to 
demolish  any  other  properties  in  the  area  which  they  acquired  in  the  future.  Pour 
of  the  26  houses  are  still  occupied  and  as  soon  as  these  tenants  have  been  re-housed 
demolition  work  will  commence.  The  future  of  the  other  12  houses  vdiich  are  in  private 
ownership  will  be  dete mined  once  the  future  planning  policy  is  known.

Housing  for  the  Elderly. 

The  elderly  person  li-ving  in  an  unsuitable  and  often  unfit  house,  in  -viiich 
he  is  unable  to  nanage,  nay  have  to  be  placed  in  institutional  care  for  social 
rather  than  nedioal  reasons.

During  19^7  the  public  health  departnent  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Clerk’s 
departnent,  carried  out  a survey  of  all  Council  owned  dwellings  to  ascertain  what 
anenities  -ivere  lacking  and  the  extent  of  occupation  of  each  dwelling.  The  purpose 
of  the  suTve^  was  to  provide  the  necessary  up-to-date  infomation  to  the  Council  in 
order  that  a phased  schene  of  house  inproveuent  could  be  undertaken. 

Throughout  19^8  the  work  of  inproving  these  dwellings  has  continued,  and 
the  foUoTing  table  gives  details  of  the  n\mber  of  anenities  still  lacking.  It  can 
be  seen  fron  the  table  that,  out  of  lAi  Estate  houses  lacking  anenities  in  19^7 
only  25  now  have  to  be  inproved,  and  sinHarly,  out  of  49  Corporate  properties

An  exhibition  was  jointly  organised  with  the  Bridport  R.D.C.  to  draw  the 
public's  attention  to  the  availability  of  house  inprovenent  grants,  and  was  held 
for  six  days  in  October  in  the  Congregational  Church  Hall,  Bridport,  Many  trade 
displays  showed  bathroora  fittings,  heaters,  danp-proofing  materials  and  other  items 
relevant  to  house  improvement  and  repair.  The  Local  Authorities  provided  a stand 
where  any  problems  or  items  relating  to  the  grants  themselves  could  be  discussed. 

In  conjunction  with  the  exhibition,  a 20  minute  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  film  on  house  .improvement  was  shown  at  the  local  cinemas  in  Bridport  and 
Ljne  Regis, 

A total  of  706  persons  visited  the  exhibition,  1 ,086  persons  saw  the  film 
at  Bridport  and  a further  1,200  persons  saw  the  film  at  Lyme  Hegis, 

It  is  considered  that  the  exhibition,  together  with  the  w^de  publicity  given 
in  various  forms,  will  be  of  the  utmost  value  in  the  task  of  improving  the  standards 
of  housing  in  the  town.

Although  no  Improvement  Areas  have  been  declared  \inder  the  Housing  Act,  I964, 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  nevertheless  been  actively  engaged  on  the  work 
of  obtaining  information  in  respect  of  properties  in  two  possible  areas. 


In  June  and  December,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  submitted  comprehensive 
reports  to  the  Council  on  the  South  Street/South  Mill  Lane  area  (8?  dwellin^ouses) 
and  the  North  AUington/Portland  Place  area  (ZfO  dwellinghouses) , The  Council  agreed 
in  pricipl6.  that  the  properties  in  the  tv/o  areas  should  form  Improvement  Areas,  but 
that  formal  declarations  should  be  withheld  pending  the  publication  of  the  nev/ 

Housing  ^ct.  In  the  meantine,  a.n  oTjners  of  properly  in  the  areas  have  been  advised 
of  the  Council  !b  intentions  and  several  ovaiers  have  completed  or  are  in  the  process 
of  providing  their  dwellings  with  modem  amenities.  The  Health  Department  is  ready  to 
deal  with  the  defined  areas  as  soon  as  the  new  Act  comes  into  force.

A tenant  occupying  a dwelling  which  is  not  within  an  Improvement  Area  and  which 
lacks  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities,  can  make  representations  in  writing  to 
the  Council  with  a view  to  the  Council  exercising  their  powers  under  the  Housing  Ai.ct, 
196a*  Owners  of  dwellings  which  are  tenanted  can  be  compelled  to  carry  out  works  of 
improvement,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  average  tenant  knows  little  or  nothing  about 
the  powers  viiich  they  and  the  Local  Authority  have  in  this  natter. 


Representations  wererocoivod  from  only  two  tenants,  and  in  one  case  after  the 
service  of  the  Prelininaiy  Notice  the  Council  accepted  an  Undertaking  from  the  owners 
and  the  five  standard  amenities  were  installed.  In  the  other  case,  the  Council 
decided  not  to  serve  a Preliminary  Notice,

13  ice  cream  samples  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  resiilts  of  the  samples  were 
10  in  G-rade  I and  3 in  Crade  II, 
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"Eating  Out"  in  restaurant  canteen  and  school  has  steadily  grown  over  the 
years  and  is  unlikely  to  diminish.  As  a result,  the  food  and  catering  trades 
have  developed  enomo\isly  and  the  task  of  supplying  foods  of  many  descriptions 
either  cooked,  partially  eooked  or  raw  from  innumerable  sources,  is  now  a major 
industry  employing  many  thoiisands  each  day.  The  hygienic  control  of  food  production, 
transit  and  sale  is  of  vital  importance,  and  the  careless  or  "couldn’t  oare  less" 
food  handler  is  a menace. 

The  public  health  service  cf  a Local  Authority  plays  an  important  part  in 
safeguarding  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  of  food,  and  public  health  inspectors 
are  always  watchful  for  unhygienic  practices. 

In  September,  a circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  connection 
with  dogs  in  food  shops,  restaxirants  and  other  food  premises.  The  Minister  considered 
that  a legal  ban  on  dogs  in  such  premises  was  not  necessary,  since  food  traders  are, 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  already  obliged  to  take  all  steps  to  avoid 
contamination  of  food  from  any  source.  The  Council  agreed  to  obtain  and  distribute 
to  approximately  200  food  traders,  notices  requesting  customers  not  to  take  dogs  into 
the  food  premises. 


The  folloTjing  is  a synopsis  of  food  complaints  referred  to  the  public  health 
department  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  some  of  these  are  serious  and  others 
less  important,  and  further,  how  essential  the  co-operation  of  the  general  public  is 
in  preventing  these  incidents.

Since  1961,  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use  of  special 
designation  in  connection  with  milk  was  transferred  from  the  Council  to  the  Dorset 
County  Council  under  the  MiHc  (Special  Designation  Regulations)  196O.  The  Coimty 
Council  however  have  continued  to  keep  this  Council  informed  regarding  the  number  of 
samples  taken  and  the  analyses  of  these.  During  the  year  175  samples  \7ere  taken  and 
169  passed  the  prescribed  test,  14  dealers'  licences  to  sell  pre-packed  milk  and 
1 pastourisers  licence  were  issued,

last  report,  159  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  premises  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  95^  of  all  registered  premises  in  this  Borough  have 
now  received  at  least  one  general  inspection,  and  many  have  had  folloT;-up  visits. 

The  outstanding  5%  are  either  to  close  down  in  the  future,  or  are  ef  a seasonal  nature, 
and  the latter  will  be  inspected  in  1969. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1968 
oompared  with  previous  years  is  due  to  the  closure  of  premises,  small  premises  no 
longer  employing  staff,  or  to  the  passing  over  of  registrations  (usually  offices) 
to  the  Dactories  Inspector  v;here,  to  save  duplication  of  inspection,  they  can  check 
on  the  provisions  of  the  Act  at  the  same  time  as  they  check  the  provisions  cf  the 
Faotoi*ies  Act,  1961  in  those  premises.  This  also  accounts  for  the  drop  in  the  number 
of  persons  employed, 

Majiy  improvements  have  been  made  to  registered  premises  following  inspection, 
and  g\u.dance  has  been  given  in  many  instances,  particiilarly  when  premises  have  changed 
ownership  or  v/hen  plans  have  been  lodged  under  B\n.lding  Regulations, 

Only  one  accidenb  was  notified  and  this  was  investigated.  The  handle  of  a 
toilet  cistern  snapped  off  v/hen  pressure  was  applied,  causing  a girl  to  fall  forward 
onto  the  broken  edge  severely  cutting  her  hand.

31  properties  vjithin  the  Borough  T7ere  thought  not  to  have  a mains  supply 
of  water,  and  n.1 1 these  properties  were  visited  to  determine  what  water  supply, 
if  any,  they  had* 

Of  the  31  properties,  20  were  in  fact  on  the  mains,  4 still  retained  a well 
supply,  and  the  remaining  7 had  no  supply  at  all,  nor  did  they  have  need  of  one. 
Bacteriological  water  samples  were  taJcen  from  3 of  the  wells,  only  one  of  \7hich 
was  satisfactory.  The  properties  served  hy  the  other  two  wells  were  hoth  factories, 
and  neither  used  water  for  dietetic  purposes*  One  of  the  factories  is  to  maie 
arrangements  to  he  connected  to  the  mains.  The  other  asked  for  a second  sample, 
and  this  is  to  he  done  as  soon  as  arraiigements  have  heen  made  to  sample  the  fourth 
well, 

Tfoieir  Sample  s_^ 

48  samples  of  mainswater,  T;hich  is  chlorinated,  were  talcen  for  haoteriological 
examination  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Lah oratory.  All  vrere  satisfactory. 

Fluoridation  of  Water  Under talcing^^. 

There  has  heen  no  change  in  the  County  Council’s  fonder  decision  not  to 
support  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supply  in  this  area.

Joint  Sewera^e__Sc_h^mG_.__ 

During  the  year  work  continued  on  the  various  parts  of  this  scheme. 

The  pressure  iDipeline  from  Beaninster  to  West  Bay  Road,  Bridport  was  completed 
and  satisfactorily  tested. 

In  the  early  Sumner  of  19^8  the  submarine  outfall  pipe  was  pulled  into 
its  sea  bed  position  hut  \infortunately  the  shoreward  end  of  vhe  pipe  did  not 
become  placed  in  the  sea  bed  with  sufficient  coverage.  The  Joint  Sev;erage 
Committee,  acting  on  the  advice  of  their  Consulting  Engineers,  called  for 
the  Contractor's  proposals  to  lower  the  pipe  into  its  agreed  position,  or 
otherva.se  to  protect  it  in  the  svxrf  zone.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Contractors 
vrero  engaged  in  a variety  of  investigations  to  establish  what  proposals  they  night 
wish  to  submit  to  overcome  the  problem. 

The  headworks  pumping  station  at  West  Bay  was  completed  dioring  19^8  and 
is  ready,  svibject  to  some  final  testing  when  the  outfall  pipe  is  completed. 
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ATIJOSPHmC  POLLUTION. 


The  atnospheric  recording  apparatus  at  The  Grove  continued  in  operation 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  results  obtained  fron  it  gave  an  indication  of 
the  atmospheric  pollution  vithin  the  Borough.  The  apparatus  situated  by  the 
West  Street  traffic  lights  determined  the  degree  of  poUutiojj  derdvod  from 
vehicles  waiting  by  the  lights*  Both  sets  of  results  were  c^-npared.  Tlie  monthly 
avora,ge  of  pollution  for  measured  in  microgranmes  per  cubic  metre  of  smoke 

and  sulphur  dioxide  was  as  follows

Temperatures  and  rainfall  were  also  recorded.  The  highest  temperatiire 
of  29  0.  was  recorded  in  July,  and  the  lov/est  of  -1  C.  in  both  April  and  November. 
A total  of  38"  of  rain  fell  during  the  year,  the  driest  montn  being  March  and 
the  wettest  September. 

At  the  end  of  1 968  the  Council  felt  that  the  Grove  stati on  having  been  in 
operation  neojrly  four  years,  in  which  tine  the  resxilts  had  v.'xied  only  a small 
amount,  had  served  its  useful  purpose,  and  aslced  the  Ministry  of  Technology  for 
their  observations.  The  Ministry  stated  that  they  would  have  sufficient  data 
by  31 st,  March,  I969.  After  this  date  the  Council  will  discontinue  the  station’s 
operation. 

24  visits  were  made  to  shops  in  connection  with  Closing  Hoiars,  and  in 
several  instances  informal  notices  were  served.  No  persons  ?/ere  prosecuted.

STO.n.IIN&  EACIIJTIIS  OF 

There  is  no  public  swinLiing  bath  at  present,  but  bathing  takes  place 
during  the  summer  months  in  the  sea  and  in  the  river  basin,  at  ¥est  Bay,  A number 
of  water  samples  have  been  taken  from  this  basin  and  were  umatisfactoiy,  not 
coning  up  to  the  standard  acceptable  in  a swimming  bath.  It  is  hoped  that  loollution 
cf  the  basin  will  be  decreased  when  the  long  sea  outfall  cones  into  operation. 


PadtUing^  Pool. 

The  paddling  pool  which  was  opened  in  19^7  was  in  use  between  June  and 
30th.  September.  During  this  period,  the  pool  was  regiiLarly  emptied  and  cleaned 
manually  and  the  water  was  chlorinated* 

Water  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

RODgT  J10Nm£L_^iJro  M¥d)ICATO  OF 

It  became  apparent  during  the  year  that  much  more  tine  v/oiild  require  to  be 
devoted  to  the  practical  side  of  rodent  control,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  employ 
the  Rodent  Operator  during  the  five  mornings  in  lieu  of  fo\jr  afternoons  per  week, 
i.e,  25  hours  in  lieu  of  10  hours  per  week.  This  arrangement  took  effect  from 
Ath,  November,  and  should  enable  infestations  to  be  discovered  more  q\n.okly.  This 
will  automatically  resialt  in  qijicker  treatments  and  thus  retard  the  replacement 
rate  of  rats  and  mice. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  take  all  steps-,  to  ensure  that,  so 
far  as  is  practicable,  the  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  nice,  but  it  is 
also  the  duty  of  any  occupier  of  land,  including  b\iildings,  to  notif^’’  the  Local 
Authority  if  rats  or  nice  are  present.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  general  public 
will  continue  to  play  their  part. 
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Rodent  Control  and  Eradication  of  Vernin  continued 


The  Council  gives  a free  control  service  to  the  occupiers  of  dv/ellings, 
hut  a charge  of  lO/-d.  per  hour  is  nade  to  the  occupiers  of  business  prenises. 

This  charge  includes  the  cost  of  labour  and  naterials.  Three  owners  of  five 
business  prenises  have  an  arrangenent  whereby  they  each  pay  a fixed,  '’..ixnual  cun 
to  the  Council  for  rodent  control  services.  The  Operator  visits  each  of  the 
prenises  at  least  once  per  nonth,  and  on  any  other  occasion  when  rodenc  infestation 
is  suspected. 

The  public  sewers  in  the  Borou^  were  treated  d'uring  April/May  and  Novonber 
and  in  course  of  the  latter  treatnent  of  the  known  nanholes  in  the  systen 
\7ere  treated,  A detailed  plan  showing  the  sower  layout  and  nanhole  positions  was 
prepared  by  the  Health  Departnent  during  AS6S  and  this  will  be  of  groat  value  in 
the  future  to  establish  the  extent  of  any  rat  infestation. 

On  five  occasions,  rat  holes  apxDcared  in  gardens  and  / or  open  land  and  on 
testing  these  holes,  they  t/ere  found  to  con!iurJ-cate  directly  with  a public  sewer 
ur  drain.  In  each  case  the  ground  was  opened  and  the  broken  sewer  or  di'ain  pipes 
wore  renewed.  Much  rat  proofing  work  was  carried  out  in  private  properly  follovdng 
rodent  treatnent. 

Periodic  visits  were  also  nade  to  the  refuse  tip,  aaii  iJoratisation  Certificates 
were  examined  on  board  vessels  entering  the  harbour  at  West  Bay,

Pigeon  Nuisance, 

Several  conplaints  were  received  about  pigeons  fouling  properties,  and 
pavements  in  the  main  throughfares . A Ministry  of  Agriculture  designed  pigeon 
trap  was  nade,  and  fitted  to  the  roof  of  the  Town  Hall,  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  trap  was  in  operation  and  the  first  pigeons  had  been  caught  and  passed  to 
the  R.S.P.C.A, . Only  a few  minutes  is  required  each  day  to  bait  and  empty  the  trap, 
and  since  it  began  operating  a narked  decline  has  been  noticed  in  the  number  of 
pigeons  in  the  town.  The  trap  is  to  remain  in  operation  for  1969- 

Several  o\mors  of  business  prenises  have  co-operated  and  have  had  exposed 
ledges,  parapet  walls  and  roofs  treated,  to  repel  pigeons.  The  valuable  assistance 
and  co-operation  given  bj  the  R.S.P.C.A,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 
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POISONOUS  PLANT. 


The  juice  cf  the  Thorn  Apple  plant  nay  he  fatal  if  it  enters  the  hloodstrean, 

A n\mher  jf  these  plants  were  found  to  he  growing  on  a vacant  site  in  the  town, 
hut  the  Council  took  steps  to  have  then  dug  up  and  humt.  No  further  occurrence 
of  the  plant  has  heen  reported  to  the  Goxmcil, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Three  nen  are  enployed  full- tine  and  four  nen  part-tine  in  refiise  collection. 
One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  vised  full- tine  and  one  part- tine.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhanpton  where  one  nan  is  engaged  full-tine  and  a tractor 
driver  part-tine.  The  tip  is  in  joint  use  with  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council, 

In  the  Borougli  Area  collections  are  nade  on  weekdays  fron  central  business 
prenises.  Various  hotels  in  the  harhour  area  receive  two  collections  a week  and 
donestic  prenises  one  collection  a week.  Appro:d.nately  1270  loads  of  refuse  v/ere 
collected  fron  approxinately  33^0  dustbins,  ill  tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site 
which  is  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  three  fvOl-tine  and  1 part-tine  sweeper  with 
street  orderly  carts  and  a total  of  six  niles  was  swept  daily,  one  nile  three  tines 
weekly,  two  niles  twice  weekly  and  fovir  and  a half  niles  once  vreekly, 

C/llPlNC  SITES. 


Apart  fron  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  nain  site  is  at 
Hest  Bay  and  owned  by  the  Council  who  enploy  a full-tine  supervisor  and  part-tine 
clerical  assistant,  together  with  two  full— tine  worknen.  Pour  worknen  and  a part-tine 
clerical  assistant  are  enployed  during  the  canping  season  which  lasts  fron  ist,  April 
to  30th,  Septenber.  Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete 
tanks  for  the  reception  of  foul  water,  v/hich  are  enptied  regvilarly  by  a tank  enptier. 
A daily  collection  of  refuse  fron  covered  netal  receptacles  scattered  through  the 
canpfield  is  nade  during  August  and  three  tines  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

No  caravans  are  allowed  to  renain  on  the  site  after  30th,  Septenber.  The  hall 
erected  b3  the  Council  on  the  site  is  nuch  appreciated  by  the  canpers,  as  are  also 
the  three  pemanent  shops.
